I apologize for contacting you directly, but thought this might be the best approach. My name is 
David Head; I am presently the Chair of the Alaska State Medical Board. My term expires 
March 1, 2008, and to date I have not been reappointed. I would like to ask that you consider 
reappointing me for an additional 4 year term. There are several reasons I would like you to 
consider my name for reappointment: 

-With the appointments that have been made to date, there is significant turnover of our 
longest serving members, leaving little experience on the new Board. This can have a very 
detrimental effect on monitoring of on going cases, and dealing with the physicians, physician 
assistants, and paramedics that are presently under monitoring and memorandum of agreements 
with the State and the Board of Medicine. 

-We as a Board are also in the middle of instrumenting important changes in regulations as 
well as proposing statute changes in narcotic prescribing, physician assistant agreements, and 
paramedic practice parameters. It will be very difficult for an inexperienced Board to continue 
this process without past experienced members or leadership. 

-Although I am a committed republican and conservative, I was initially appointed by 
Governor Tony Knowles, and then reappointed by Governor Frank Murkowski. This has 
allowed me to remain as non-political as possible, concentrating on serving and protecting the 
people of the State.

There is a heavily disputed issue in Fairbanks regarding re-alignment of the track to Fort Wainwright. A group of 
citizens led by Bob Thomas called the "Rail Safety and Development Group' opposes the project and wants a 
different route for a realignment The group angrily disputes virtually every fact with Railroad management and 
the Railroad Board. 

The group is demanding a meeting with the Governor's office and feels that if the Governor agreed with their side, 
an order could be issued to the railroad and its Board to stop the Fort Wainwright project. I have spoken to the 
leader, Bob Thomas, and offered to meet with him and the group in a few weeks. 

The whole dispute could be moot. The project only has $12 million in federal funding available. This is enough to 
finish the environmental document but not enough to start construction. If the ARMY and DOO do not 
appropriate more funding, (and no funding was made available in the most recent federal budget bill) construction 
will never occur.

We have also added funding for Climate Change - for the work DEC is doing at the chair of 
the subcabinet to bring back recommendations to you - $220.0 and DCCED - $1.1 million - 
to work with the 4 imminently threatened communities on coastal erosion and the 
coordination of efforts among all state and federal agencies to address their needs - 



Non-GF is the Ocean Rangers program $2.8 million in the cruise ship fees collected per 
berth - total of the program is $4 million - the department believes they can implement a 
program that meets the intent of the initiative without requesting an additional $1 
million in GF - 



There are a lot of details, but I think these are the highlights - and, I certainly hope 
there are no surprises!

Palin and gas line team meet with Conoco Phillips 

AGIA CONCERNS: Despite rebuff, energy giant pushes Its Ideas.

JUNEAU ~ Gov. Sarah Palin has met with executives from Conoco Phillips to discuss a prospective 
natural gas pipeline — one month after turning down the company's proposal. 
She stressed the state was not negotiating any long-range fiscal plans — tax rates and length of the 
terms — which the company has sought as part of a gas pipeline deal. 

The meeting took place Sunday afternoon In Anchorage and Included members of her gas line team. It 
lasted about four hours, Palin said. 

Last month, Palin rejected Conoco Phillips' gas line proposal, but she has pledged to keep meeting with 
company officials. 

Palin said Sunday's meeting was simply to review concerns the company had with the state's Alaska 
Gasline Inducement Act, or AGIA. 

"It's to fulfill our commitment to not dismiss anybody's Ideas and proposals on how to monetize 
Alaska's gas resources," Palin said. 

A Conoco Phillips spokeswoman said Monday the company would not immediately comment. 
The company submitted a proposal last November that was outside the guidelines established by AGIA. 
Rather, Conoco Phillips has asked the state to first deal with a fiscal framework needed to ensure 
commitments of shipping gas In a pipeline. 

Conoco Phillips is the state's largest producer of oil and shares In the leases for nearly 35 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas reserves in the North Slope. 

Last month, independent pipeline company TransCanada emerged as the only application deemed 
compliant so far. 

The Calgary-based company proposes shipping gas from the North Slope 1,715 miles southeast Into a 
Canadian pipeline system, ultimately sending it to the Midwest. A public comment period ends March 6. 
But Conoco Phillips has launched a public campaign to keep Its position at the forefront. 
Next week U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens will be paying the Legislature a visit and Is expected to discuss the 
gas line during his annual address. 

He and other members of the state's congressional delegation have long stressed the urgency of 
moving forward with the project. 

Palin said she understands the urgency. She cited a faded 1958 newspaper display ad calling for the 
need to produce North Slope gas, nearly 20 years before oil began flowing from the North Slope. 
"Yes, there needs to be expediency today to get our gas Into hungry markets," Palin said on Monday. 
"But we are not going to be In a panic and change rules, and negotiate secretly or do anything that is 
outside the public's purview, to rush through a deal that Isn't In Alaska's best Interest."

Gingrich Warns of GOP Catastrophe

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In a rousing speech at the Conservative Political Action Conference on Sunday, former 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich called for a conservative "declaration of independence" from 
the Republican Party. 

He also warned that Republicans face a "catastrophic" election this year unless the GOP 
changes course. 

Gingrich pointed out that on Super Tuesday, 14.6 million votera took part in the 
Democratic races, compared to 8.3 million Republicans. 

"There were 14.6 million Democrats who thought the presidential nomination was worth 
voting for, and there were 8.3 million Republicans on Super Tuesday," Gingrich said. 

"That is a warning of a catastrophic election. I was in Idaho this last week, and Barack 
Obama on last Saturday had 16,000 people in Boise. The idea [ofl the most liberal 
Democratic Senator getting 16,000 people in Boise was inconceivable. 

"And every person who cares about the conservative movement and every person who cares 
about the Republican Party had better stop and say to themselves, 'There is something big 
happening in this country, we don't understand it. We're not responding to it. And we're 
currently not competitive. And if we want to get to be competitive, we had better change 
and we had better change now." 

Gingrich stressed that he was not commenting on any of the current candidates for 
president . 

Rather, he said, "this is a comment about the conservative movement, and it's a comment 
about the Republican Party, and all the candidates currently running fit within those two 
phrases. But it is about all of us. It is about our Congressman, our Senator, our 
governors, our county commissioners, our school board members. 

"And let me make this very clear, I believe we have to change or expect defeat. 

"And I believe that this is a time for the conservative movement to issue a declaration of 
independence.- 

"First of all, I think we need to get independent from a Washington fixation. There are 
513,000 elected officials in the United States and the conservative movement should 
believe in a decentralized United States, where every elected official has real 
responsibility, and we should be developing a conservative action plan, at every level of 
this country, and not simply focused over and over again on arguments about the White 
House... 

"I also think that we need to declare our independence from trying to protect and defend 
failed bureaucracies that magically become ours as soon as we are in charge of them. We 
appoint solid conservatives to a department and within three weekB they are defending and 
protecting the very department that they would have been attacking before they got 
appointed . " 

Gingrich drew considerable applause when he continued with his "independence" theme: 

'There is one other declaration of independence we need and this will startle some of you. 
And remember I say this from a background of having been active in the Georgia Republican 
Party since 1960. In a fundamental way, the conservative movement has to declare itself 
independent from the Republican Party. 

"Let me make very clear what I'm saying here. I am not saying there should be a third 
party - I think a third party is a dumb idea, will not get anywhere, and in the end will 
achieve nothing. 

"I actually believe that any reasonable conservative will, in the end, find that they have 
an absolute requirement to support the Republican nominee for president this fall... 
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"As a citizen, I would rather have a President McCain that we fight with 20 percent of the 
time, than a President Clinton or a President Obaraa that we fight with 90 percent of the 
time." 

But he warned: "If we run a traditional consultant-dominated tactical Republican campaign, 
like we've seen in the last eight years, we will be defeated this fall, and we will be 
having a CPAC meeting next year talking about how we rebuild for the future with either 
President Obama or President Clinton in charge. "

On top of that they 
use names to cover up the laws so people think they are helping the people and really they 
can be causing harm. 

The Patriot Act can be easily misused by the government and take away the rights of a 
citizen in the Unites States without ever being proven guilty in a court where a single 
citizens or voter can defend the constitutional rights given to us by citizenship. People 
are allowed to scream fire in an empty theater without causing a concern although, when a 
person screams fire in a crowded theater it is illegal and should be a cause of concern. 

In the United States we have had a law for over 200 years which I am in favor of changing. 
The law is called The Alien Enemies Act, officially it is called An Act Respecting Alien 
Enemies. The law states that in a time of war a male over the age of fourteen, who is from 
the country we are at war at, can be sent back to that country without a trial based on 
the president's presumption.

Intelligent design was an idea to teach the biblical creation of the world in the school 
systems. This idea was suggested in the courts in the twenty-first century that undermined 
evolution. Today, science has proven that man was not created six days after the beginning 
of existence. We have fossils of dinosaurs that range millions of years apart before the 
time man evolved into homo-sapiens. Homo-sapiens, humans, are an evolving species. We have 
learned to create fire and write languages which has set us apart from the other animals. 
We continue to evolve in intelligence and an example would be in technological evolution 
which includes the printing press, electricity, computers. The world evolves through plate 
tectonics, earthquakes, volcanoes, ice ages, and all the elements that shape our changing 
planet. Evolution to me is 'the process of natural change.' 

The government is much like a form of organized belief. Democracy is the motor of the 
nation. It is imperialistic which refers to capitalizing from effort of supply and demand. 
In school we are told what to study and that shapes our personal outlook. Civilocity will 
evolve politics into the twenty-first century. We can not be lead by leaders who are 
extremists, such as the American ex-republican senator Rick Santorum who suggested 
intelligent design and took this issue to court and lost with an incorrect ideology in 
modern culture, trying to teach the youth of the country that evolution is a myth.

Last week, you received a letter from the assistant secretary of the U.S. Department of Education's Office 
of Pottsecondary Education, Diane Auer Jones, announcing the College Access Challenge Grant 
(CACG) Program. CACG Is a new formula-grant program designed to foster partnerships among federal, 
elate, and local governments and philanthropic organizations through matching challenge grants that are 
aimed at Increasing the number of low-Income students who aie prepared to enter and succeed in 
postsecondary education. 

CACG funds will be awarded to states based on a statutory formula that is determined by the number of 
people living below the poverty level (enclosed is a tentative allocation table for your reference). For FY 
2008, the minimum award Is $330,000. 

While the final application package will not be disseminated until Juns 2008, the federal government is 
encouraging states to begin their planning now. States will have approximately 45 days to apply for 
funding as part of this grant program. 

A regional approach is often a more effective and efficient way of tackling major issues, especially those 
related to college preparation, access, and success. In an effort to assist slates in the Western region with 
the CACG application process and grant-management responsibilities, the Western Interstate 
Commission for Higher Education (WICHE) is contacting Its 15 member states to gauge their Interest In 
applying for funds as a consortium. Some states might be Interested in a long-term arrangement, while 
others might went to be a part of the consortium early on and eventually lake over the management of the 
grant on their own. WICHE is willing to be flexible with trie specific arrangements, In order to meet each 
state's needs. 

WICHE has extensive experience with such arrangements. For example, for five years, WICHE and the 
Colorado Department of Education managed and administered the federally funded Western Consortium 
for Accelerated Learning Opportunities, in which nine Western states partnered to work to increase the 
successful participation of low-income students In advanced placement courses arid tests. As the 
administrative agency, WICHE helped to alleviate some of the pressures of grant implementation and at 
the same time provided states with a network of colleagues through which they could share Ideas and 
strategies for success.

AS 44.06.050. Purpose of AS 44.06.050 

The purpose of AS 44.06.050 - 44.06.060 is to guarantee to the people their right to know and to 
approve in advance all costs of relocating the capital or the legislature; to insure that the people will 
have an opportunity to make an informed and objective decision on relocating the capital or the 
legislature with all pertinent data concerning the costs to the state; and to insure that the costs of 
relocating the capital or the legislature will not be incurred by the state without the approval of the 
electorate.

AS 44.06.055. Relocation Expenditures. 

State money may be expended to relocate physically the capital or the legislature from the present 
location only after a majority of those voting in a statewide election have approved a bond issue that 
includes all bondable costs to the state of the relocation of a functional state legislature or capital to the 
new site over the twelve-year period following such approval. The commission established in AS 
4 4.06.060 shall determine all bondable costs and total costs including, but not limited to, the costs of 
moving personnel and offices to the relocation site; the social, economic, and environmental costs to the 
present and relocation sites; and the costs to the state of planning, building, furnishing, using, and 
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financing facilities at least equal to those provided by the present capital city.

Governor, 

I asked Denby for a summary of actions by the board of fish at their recent meeting, which is below. We are 
meeting tomorrow to discuss what we can do to improve the situation in the Mat-Su valley, since they are 
unhappy with the results of the board meeting. Commercial fishermen in Cook Inlet are pleased with the results, 
although they won't be fully satisfied. Mat-Su sport fishermen benefited by declaration of Susitna River sockeye 
salmon as a stock of concern, but there were no further restrictions Imposed on the drift net fishery as Mat-Su 
advocates were requesting. 

The department has reinstated the Deshka coho weir after numerous requests by Mat-Su legislators. 

Also, the board was very pleased with the decision to have the Habitat Division moved back to AOF&G; there was 

even applause from the audience. We have received a flood Of very positive e-mails, letters, and calls on habitat 

as well.

Cora: 

We are near the end of the Upper Cook Inlet salmon meeting of the Board of Fisheries. The following are the 
main actions that they have taken (including the first four, which I reported to you yesterday): 

1 . Prohibition of personal use fishing for sockeye in the lower Kenai River (which occurs in July) from boats 
powered by 2-stroke engines (other than direct fuel injection engines); this parallels action recently approved by 
the Governor and DNR for the middle Kenai River. 

2. Susitna River sockeye salmon have been declared a stock of yield concern, in answer to requests and 
proposals from the Mat-Su region. 

3. Extension of the Upper Cook Inlet eastside set gill net fishery from a previous closure date of August 10 to a 
new closure date of August 15, with only two regular (12-hour) open periods allowed during the Aug 11-15 time 
period. 

4. Liberalized sport fishing retention for early Kenai River Chinook salmon (for fish 20-28 inches only). 

5. Clarification that managing salmon fisheries in Upper Cook Inlet for the escapement goals (whichever ones are 
applicable: biological, sustainable, optimum or inriver) shall take priority over other elements of regulatory 
management plans such as prescribed closed windows and limits to extra emergency order open periods. 

6. Granting the department authority to raise or lower sport fishing bag limits for sockeye incrementally by 
emergency order (e.g., rather than by prescribed steps, from 3 per day to either zero or 6 per day currently in the 
regulations for Russian River in the Kenai). 

In sum, the eastside set gill net fishermen and the drift gill net fishermen gained some of the clarity in fishery 
management plans that they have advocated for during the past several years and the eastside set gill net 
fishermen gained some fishing time in mid August. Hopefully this will reduce some of the rhetoric that we've 
heard from these groups over the past year or so. 
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The Mat Su sport fishermen benefited by declaration of Susitna River sockeye salmon as a stock of concern, but 
there were no specific regulatory restrictions imposed on the central district drift gill net fishery (to expressly allow 
for passage of Susitna sockeye) as Mat Su advocates were requesting. While the stock of concern declaration 
will be seen positively by Mat Su advocates, they will not be satisfied, thus we will likely hear criticism that the 
Board did not go far enough to protect Susitna River stocks. 

The liberalization of sport fishing rules will be taken positively by sport fishing advocates, but they will remain 
disappointed that prescriptions for closed windows were found to be of lower priority than management for 
escapement goals. 

Just so you (and the Governor) know, the department has also decided internally, and we've let the public know, 
that we are going to reinstate the coho portion of the Deshka River weir program (i.e., the notorious $55,000) from 
our federal sport fish funding sources. Also, the Board was very pleased that the Governor decided to have the 
Habitat Division moved back to ADF&G; there was even applause from the audience.
